PINBACK  BEGAN  GALINDO  COLLECTION

A  small  metal  pinback  with  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  Spirit  of  St.  Louis  obtained 
six  years  ago  started  Frank  Galindo  of 
San  Antonio  collecting  Charles  A. 
Lindbergh  mementos. 

The  pinback  that  came  into  his 
possession  in  1974  commemorated 
Lindbergh's  flight  as  the  first  man  to 
fly  solo  across  the  Atlantic.  The  jour¬ 
ney  took  Lindbergh  on  a  3.600- mile- 
non-stop  flight  May  21-22.  1927.  from 
New  York  City  to  Paris.  Since  the 
pinback.  Galindo's  collection  has 
grown  to  some  400  pieces. 

What  sparked  an  interest  in  a  flight 
53  years  ago?  Galindo  said  he  has 
always  had  "an  interest  in  pioneer 
aviation  and  historical  flights."  To 
him.  it  seemed  only  natural  to  collect 


memorabilia  of  Lindbergh's  historic 
flight 

Through  the  items  he's  found,  some 
nearly  as  old  as  the  flight  Galindo 
figures  he  can  "relive  an  era  of  bygone 
days"  and  look  in  on  Lindbergh's 
world  of  the  1920s  and  '30s. 

The  items  are  as  varied  as  Galindo's 
search  He  can  show  the  interested 
onlooker  medals,  tokens,  games,  toys, 
sheet  music  and  records.  Among  his 
unique  collection  are  perfume  bottles, 
jewelry,  a  bedspread,  a  wooden  chest 
and  a  tapestry  registered  and  made  in 
France.  The  collection  also  includes 
books,  magazines  and  newspaper 
articles  by  or  about  the  Lone  Eagle 
and  his  monoplane 

After  Lindbergh's  historic  flight. 
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thousands  of  souvenirs,  novelties, 
toys,  jewelry  and  pictures  were  manu¬ 
factured.  Some,  channeled  into  Ga¬ 
lindo's  hands,  bear  Lindbergh's  name 
and  image.  Others  picture  the  silvery' 
monoplane  in  which  he  crossed  the 
Atlantic 

Eighteen  countries,  which  issued 
stamps  on  the  50th  anniversary  of 
Lindbergh's  flight,  are  represented  in 
Galindo's  collection.  Among  the  most 
distant  nations  are  Mongolia.  Upper 
Volta.  Ivory  Coast,  Togoland  and  Li¬ 
beria 

One  of  the  model  planes  Galindo 
owns  is  a  24- carat  gold  ceramic  piece 
made  in  Italy. 

Shortly  after  the  331/2-hour  flight 
some  memorial  cachets  appeared 
One  envelope  bears  the  date  June  20. 
1927,  only  a  month  after  the  flight. 
Another  promoted  air  mail  service,  an 
occupation  to  which  Lindbergh  re¬ 
turned  in  1928 

Even  children  shared  in  the  me¬ 
mentos.  A  beanie  that  would  adorn  a 
boy's  head  is  made  of  linen.  The  hat  is 
still  in  good  condition.  So  are  two  tin 
pencil  boxes  with  "We."  the  title  of 
Lindbergh's  own  personal  account  of 
his  air  voyage,  stamped  on  the  front. 

What  piece  of  his  collection  does 
Galindo  prize  most  highly?  He  hesi¬ 
tates,  but  suggests  the  best  memento 
may  be  a  rose-colored  bedspread  "in 
almost  mint  condition."  The  bed¬ 
spread  alternates  pictures  of  the 
monoplane  and  Statue  of  Liberty 

What  would  Galindo  like  to  find 
that  he  doesn't  already  have7  A  Lind¬ 
bergh  doll  would  please  him 

Galindo  goes  about  his  search  for 
Lindbergh  mementos  in  several  ways. 
He  haunts  flea  markets,  antique 


shops,  book  stores  and  stamp  shows, 
which  he  reveals  have  proven  lucra¬ 
tive  for  a  number  of  cachets  he's 
found. 

SILVER  COINS  SPARK  INTEREST 

Among  the  new  silver  coins  which 
have  generated  the  most  interest  with¬ 
in  the  international  numismatic 
community  is  Canada's  1980  one  dol¬ 
lar  coin  which  shows  a  portrait  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  on  the  obverse  and 
depicts  the  great  Canadian  polar  bear 
"Ursus  Maritimus"  on  the  reverse 

The  coin,  commemorating  the  cen¬ 
tenary  of  the  transfer  of  a  major  part 
of  the  Artie  territories  from  Great 
Britian  to  Canada,  can  be  ordered 
from  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  Box 
457  Station  A..  Ottawa.  Ontario 
Kl  N8V5,  Canada 

NEW  LESOTHO  COINS 

From  the  Kingdom  of  Lesotho, 
which  is.  according  to  the  British 
Royal  Mint,  the  highest  country  in  the 
world  and  is  called  the  "Roof  of 
Africa."  comes  an  interesting  sterling 
silver  10  Maloti  coin  bearing  a  portrait 
of  the  reigning  monarch,  King  Mo- 
shoeshoe  II  on  the  obverse  and  the 
nation's  founder,  King  Moshoeshoe  I 
on  the  reverse. 

This  silver  proof  coin  commemor¬ 
ates  Lesotho's  first  independent  cir¬ 
culating  coinage,  weighs  28  28  grams 
and  measures  38  6  mm  in  diameter.

Large-sized  notes  became  obsolete 
in  1929  when  the  U  S.  Treasury  De¬ 
partment  reduced  by  one  third,  the 
size  of  the  currency.
